The  fii'.^l  grade  was  made  enjo}'able  for  I'ark  School  >tudenl.s  b\'  Miss  vStr\k- 
er.  She  took  us  on  picnics,  told  us  stories,  and  let  two  little  girls  take  lurns  sitting 
on  her  lap. 

The  second  grade  was  made  interesling  b\'  Miss  Keep  and  her  "stickers"  as 
punishment  for  whisi)cring.     (  )ne  day  Mr.  \\')-andt  walked  into  the  room  and  saw- 
Arnold  Mignery  and  Max  Christman  sitting  on  the  teacher's  big  chair  with  stick- 
er^ on  their  mouths.

In  the  thii'd  grade  Miss  v^mitli  hel])e<l  us  gi\'e  a  numbei'  of  jilays  and  programs.
